Son of Cornelius and Elizabeth Boyd Baird, was born in Tipton Co., 
TN, Sept. 3, 1867. His father, a native of County Antrim, Irelan¢, 
came to America at an early age. The family settled near Cornwell 
Chester County, S.C., within the bounds of Hopewell A.R.P. Church. 
Later they moved to Tipton County, Tennessee. His mother, born iv 
Chester County, S.C., of Scotch-Irish descent, at the time of her 
marriage to Mr, Baird was the widow of Hugh M. McQuiston and mother 
of four sons and three daughters, James Warden was her only child by 
Cornelius Baird, and was born in Tipton Co., TN.
